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Congress  Asked  To  Issue 
Lincoln  Stamp;  Freedom 
Train  May  Be  Here  In  '48 


United  Slates  Senator  Francis  J. 
Myers,  of  Pennsylvania,  has  intro- 
duced a  joint  resolution  in  the  U.  S. 
Senate  calling  lor  the  issuance  of  a 
special  series  of  United  States 
stamps  to  conuneaiorate  the  85tli 
anniversary  of  Lincoln's  Gettysburg 
Address  The  resolution  reads  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  • 
United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  tliat  the 
Postmaster  General  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  prepare  for  is- 
suance on  November  19,  1948,  a 
special  series  of  3-cent  postage 
stamps,  of  such  design  as  he 
shall  prescribe,  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  eighty- Hfth  anni- 
versary of  Lincoln's  Gettysburg 
Address." 

Ask  Truman's  Support 
In  support  of  his  resolution  Sena- 
tor Myers  h;i^  addressed  the  follow- 
ing letter  to  President  Truman: 

"November  19,  1948,  will  mark,  the 
eighty-fifth  anniversary  of  Lincoln's 
Gettysburg  Addi-ess.  I  believe  the 
American  people  will  sliare  my  feel- 
ings that  this  event  should  receive 
national  recognition.  I  should  like 
that  recognition  to  be  more  than  a 
lormal  observance — it  should  be  a 
type  of  national  recognition  that  will 
stir  the  consciousness  of  the  indi- 
vidual. Tlie  issuance  of  commemora- 
tive stamps  is  a  procedure  endorsed 
by  the  pubhc  and  is  a  means  which 
surpasses  alniost  any  other  in  reach- 
ing the  individual. 

"I  am,  therefore,  requesting  your 
approval  and  support  of  the  issuance 
of  a  stamp  to  commemorate  the 
eglity-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Get- 
tysburg Address  on  November  19, 
i»48.  'ihis  address  is  more  than  a 
gem  of  English  composition.  Probab- 
ly the  most  popular  school  reading 
in  our  history,  Uirough  nearly  a 
centm-y,  its  simple,  clear-cut  lines 
have  been  read  and  repeated  by 
millions  of  Americajis,  young  and 
old.  Its  concise  aiid  pregnant  phrases 
are  household  expressions. 

"Immortal  Expression" 
"But  the  spcegh  has  a  deeper  sig- 
nificance, all  the  more  potent 
tlirough  this  ■|onstant  repstltlon. 
Significant  as  the  Battle  of  Gettys- 
burg itself  may  be,  Lincoln's  ad- 
dres6  is  the  immortal  expression  of 
the  high  purpose  and  lofty  Ideals  of 
the  American  people.  Tl^ls  is  of  more 
enduring  Import  than  any  battle. 
The  lines  of  the  Gettysburg  Address 


arc  as  pertinent  toaay  as  mey  were 
in  1863,  perpetuating  in  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  our  people  the  noble 
purpose  to  which  we  are  dedicated. 
Today,  as  never  before,  we  need  to 
resolve  anew  that  "gcvcrnment  of 
the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the 
people,  shall  not  perish  from  the 
earth." 

'It  seems  only  fitting  that  tliis 
eighty-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
event  which  gave  to  the  world 
words  so  aptly  expressing  our 
ideals  should  be  commemorated 
in  a  way  that  will  reach  the  in- 
dividual and  evoke  a  personal 
and  positive  reaction.  I  urge  your 
support  of  the  issuance  of  a 
stamp  for  this  purpose." 

IVIyers  Is  Enthused 
Wiien  a  local  conmiittee,  headed 
by  Fred  Klunk,  of  New  Oxford, 
called  on  Senator  Myers  in  his 
Philadelphia  office  recently  to  re- 
qusst  the  conunemorative  stamp, 
the  Senator  said: 

"Tliis  is  one  of  tlie  finest  things 
we  can  do  to  commemorate  tliis 
great  anniversary.  I  will  do  every- 
thing within  my  power  to  secure 
this  recognition." 


With  the  announcement  that  Sen- 
ator Francis  J.  Myers  liad  introduced 
a  resolution  in  the  Senate  calling 
for  the  issuance  of  a  commemora- 
tive stamp  for  the  85th  anniversary 
of  Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address,  it 
was  also  revealed  that  Senator  Myers 
and  Edward  Martin  have  requested 
that  the  Freedom  Train  be  sent  to 
Gettysburg  next  November  19. 

An  effort  had  been  made  to  have 
the  Freedom  Train,  carrying  price- 
less historical  documents  including 
the  original  manuscript  of  Lincoln's 
Gettysburg  Address,  come  to  Gettys- 
burg this  month.  However,  Gettys- 
burg's request  was  made  too  late. 
The  '^ichedule  of  tlie  Freedom  Train 
had  been  completed  and  it  was  im- 
possible to  make  any  changes. 

Senators  Myers  and  Martin  then 
appealed  to  the  American  Heritage 
Foundation,  sponsors  of  tlae  Train, 
to  have  the  exliibit  special  come  to 
Gettysburg  for  the  85th  anniversary 
of  Lincoln's  Address. 

Favor  Visit  Here 

The  Foundation,  regretfully  ad- 
vised Senator  Myers  that  it  could 
not  alter  the  Train's  schedule  this 
year,  said:  "In  view  of  the  fact 
that  Gettysburg  is  such  a  prominent 
liistorical  place  and  has  a  great  deal 
in  common  with  the  Freedom  Train, 
that  possbly  after  it  has  finished  its 
present  toui'  it  may  visit  Gettys- 
burg." 

Senators  Myers  and  Martin  have 
advised  Tlie  Times  that  they  will 
continue  their  efforts  to  have  the 
Freedom  Train  come  to  Gettysburg 
next  November  19. 

If  Congress  authorizes  the  issu- 
ance of  a  Lincoln-Gettysburg  stamp, 
it  will  also  be  requested  of  the  Post 
Office  depiu-tment  that  the  stamps 
be  placed  on  sale  in  Gettysburg; 
next  November  19.

New  Issues  Will  Go  On  Sale 
First  In  Gettysburg  Office 
November  19;  Special  Design 


President  Harry  S.  Truman,  shortly  before  ten  o'clock  this 
morning-,  signed  the  Senate  Joint  Resolution  authorizing  the 
issuance  by  the  U.S.  Post  OiRce  department  of  a  special  series 
of  stamps  to  commemorate  the  85th  anniversary  of  Lincoln's 
Gettysburg  Address. 

The  new  stamps  will  go  on  sale  in  the  Gettysburg  post  office 
next  November  19,  the  anniversary  date  of  the  martyred 
President's  immortal  address. 

The  Times  was  advised  by  telephone  that  the  President 
had  signed  the  measure  from  Colonel  Philip  Mathews,  chair- 
man of  the  Pennsylvania  Democratic  committee.  Colonel 
Mathews  had  urged  Mr.  Truman  to  sign  the  resolution  when 
he  met  the  President's  special  train  at  Harrisburg  last  week, 
en  route  from  the  western  trip. 

White  House  Phones  Mathews 

In  addition  Colonel  Mathews  had  contacted  Charles  Ross, 
Truman's  press  secretary,  by  telephone  several  times  during 
recent  days  to  receive  assurance  that  the  resolution  would 
.  not  be  overlooked. 

,    Immediatelly  after  Truman,  had  signed  the  resolution  Mr. 
:  Ross  telephoned  Colonel  Mathews  to  convey  the  news.  The 
latter  then  telephoned  The  Times  and  said  he  was  "happy 
to  report  the  Lincoln  stamp  resolution  has  been  signed  by 
,  President  Truman." 

U.S.  Senator  Francis  J.  Myers,  of  Philadelphia,  introduced 
the  measure  in  Congress  last  November.  He  steered  the 
measure  through  the  Senate  Committee  on  Post  Office  and 
Civil  Service  for  a  favorable  report  and  recommendation  for 
passage.  The  resolution  then  was  sent  to  the  House  and  re- 
ferred tO'  a  similar  committee  which  also  reported  favorably. 
Shortly  before  adjournment  last  Sunday  the  House  passed 
the  measure  and  sent  it  to  the  White  House  for  the  Presi- 
dent's signature.

ANNOUNCED  BY  POSTIIASTER  GENERAL  DONALDSON 


Postmaster  General  Jesse  II.  Donaldson  today  announced  the  description  of 
the  3<^  Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address  Conimeiaorative  Staiup  which  will  be  placed 
on  sale  for  the  first  time  on  November  19,  at  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania, 


The  stamp  is  0,8^  inches  by  1,J+U  inches  in  dimension,  arranged  horizontally, 
T\dth  a  narrow  shaded  border.     In  the  left  centef  is  a  reproduction  of  a  statue 
of  Abraham  Lincoln  on  a  dark  background,  to  the  left  of  which  is  a  plaque 
bearing  the  wording  "That  Government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the 
people,  shall  not  perish  from  the  earthc",  in  shaded  Roman,  and  Abraham  Lincoln 
in  shaded  Gothic ^    A  lighted  torch  on  a  dark  background  panel  forms  the  right 
portion,    A  palm  branch  is  extended  across  the  bottom  border  over  which  is  the 
dark  Roman  lettering  "U.  S.  Postage".    The  denomination  "3  cents"  in  white 
Roman  is  in  the  upper  left  corner. 

The  stamp  will  be  issued  in  sheets  of  50  and  v^/ill  be  printed  by  the 
rotaiy  process,  electric-eye  perforated,,      An  initial  printing  order  of 
60,000,000  has  been  authorized^  and  the  color  mil  be  blue. 

Stamp  collectors  desiring  first-day  cancellations  of  this  new  stamp  may 
send  as  many  as  10  self -addressed  envelopes  to  the  Postmaster  at  Gettysburg,  Pa., 
together  with  postal  note  or  money  order  remittance  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
stamps  to  be  affixed.

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A  SPEECH  INSPIRES  A  COMMEMORATIVE  STAMP 


President  Harry  S.  Truman  on  the  morning  of  June  29, 
1948,  signed  a  bill  authorizing  a  special  stamp  to  be 
issued  on  November  19,  commemorating  the  eighty-fifth 
anniversary  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  speech  made  at  Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania,  on  November  19,  1863.  Postage 
stamps  have  been  utilized  in  many  nations  to  memorialize 
men,  measures,  places  and  events,  but  as  far  as  we  can 
learn  no  stamp  has  been  issued  heretofore  to  com- 
memorate the  delivery  of  a  speech. 

On  November  20,  1947.  the  day  following  a  Dedication 
Day  celebration  at  Gettysburg,  Senator  Myers  introduced 
in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  the  following  Joint 
Resolution : 

"To  authorize  the  issuance  of  a  special  series  of  stamps 
commemorative  of  the  eighty-fifth  anniversary  of  Lin- 
coln's Gettysburg  Address.  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Postmaster  General  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  for  issuance  on  No- 
vember 19, 1948,  a  special  series  of  3-cent  postage  stamps, 
of  such  design  as  he  shall  prescribe,  in  commemoration  of 
the  eighty-fiith  anniversary  of  Lincoln's  Gettysburg 
Address." 

This  resolution  was  read  twice  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Civil  Service.  Brought  before  the  House  on 
March  16,  1948,  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Post 
Office  and  Civil  Service.  On  June  11,  1948,  the  bill  was 
"Committed  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the 
State  of  the  Union  and  ordered  to  be  printed." 

A  report  to  accompany  the  bill  was  prepared  by  Mr. 
Morton  of  the  Committee  on  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service. 
The  following  excerpt  is  from  the  report: 

"Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address  has  made  as  deep  an 
impression  in  the  literature  of  the  American  people  as 
the  historical  effect  of  the  famous  Battle  of  Gettysburg 
which  was  the  turning  point  of  the  Civil  War  and  will 
forever  affect  the  place  of  the  United  States  among  the 
governments  of  the  world.  The  Postmaster  General  has 
reported  on  this  bill  and  while  he  does  not  recommend 
the  bill,  largely  because  authority  already  exists  with 
the  Postmaster  General  to  issue  such  stamps,  he  does 
concur  in  his  report  in  the  great  historical  significance 
of  Gettysburg.  It  is  the  view  of  the  committee  this  event 
in  American  history  is  of  sufficient  merit  to  warrant  the 
issuance  of  this  stamp  since  it  will  have  a  great  effect 
in  calling  to  the  minds  of  the  American  people  unity  of 
purpose  and  devotion  to  duty." 

The  new  stamp  for  which  a  design  is  now  being  pre- 
pared will  first  go  on  sale  at  the  Gettysburg  Post  Office 
on  next  November  19,  when  a  program  in  keeping  with 
the  anniversary  date  will  be  presented. 

There  have  been  several  commemorative  stamps  asso- 
ciated with  Abraham  Lincoln  and  this  would  seem  to  be  a 
proper  occasion  to  recall  some  of  them. 


1st  Anniversary  of  Death — 1866 

Among  the  great  many  newspapers  and  periodicals 
which  used  the  black  mourning  rules  on  their  publications 
after  the  death  of  Lincoln  was  The  Stamp  Collector's 
Record  for  May  1,  1865.  The  copy  in  the  Foundation 


Library  contains  a  brief  tribute  to  Lincoln  and  the 
obituary  closes  with  this  appeal: 

"We  trust  that  the  suggestion  which  was  made  to  the 
Postmaster  General,  some  time  since,  will  now  be  acted 
on,  and  that  we  may  expect  an  effigy  of  our  martyred 
President  on  one  or  other  of  the  new  forthcoming  issue 
of  U.  S.  postage  stamps." 

Complying  with  the  above  request  and  many  other 
urgent  appeals,  a  fifteen-cent  postage  stamp  bearing  a 
likeness  of  the  martyred  President  was  issued  on  April 
15,  1866.  While  it  was  not  pronounced,  a  commemorative, 
yet  the  fact  that  it  was  released  on  the  first  anniversary 
day  of  Lincoln's  death,  and  the  further  consideration  that 
it  was  printed  in  mourning  black,  should  definitely  asso- 
ciate it  with  other  commemorative  issues. 

100th  Anniversary  of  Birth — 1909 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  joint 
action  approved  on  January  22,  1909,  a  resolution,  "That 
the  Postmaster  General  is  hereby  authorized  to  design 
and  issue  a  special  postage  stamp  of  the  denomination 
of  two  cents  in  commemoration  of  the  100th  anniversary 
of  the  birth  of  Abraham  Lincoln."  The  stamp  was  printed 
in  red  bearing  a  profile  of  a  Lincoln  bust  by  St.  Gaudens. 
There  was  much  irregularity  in  the  sale  of  these  stamps 
with  reference  to  the  time  element,  and  one  clerk  in  the 
Brooklyn  Post  Office  sold  about  60,000  to  the  public  the 
day  before  the  release  date  of  February  twelfth. 

75th  Anniversary  of  the  13th  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution 

There  are  several  important  dates  associated  with  the 
preliminaries  to  the  final  consummation  of  the  Emanci- 
pation Proclamation.  Lincoln  first  read  his  draft  of  the 
instrument  to  the  Cabinet  in  July,  1862,  and  the  final 
step  came  on  October  20,  1865,  with  the  18th  Amendment 
to  the  Constitution.  This  last  date  was  used  in  1940  to 
memorialize  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  Emancipation 
Amendment.  One  of  the  features  of  the  occasion  was  the 
issuing  of  a  3-cent  stamp  which  portrayed  "The  Emanci- 
pation Group,"  a  statue  by  Thomas  Ball.  The  statuary 
shows  Lincoln  and  a  slave  with  his  shackles  broken. 

5th  Anniversary  of  the  Beginning  of  the 
Chinese- Japanese  War 

A  five-cent  stamp  memoralizing  the  5th  anniversary  of 
the  beginning  of  the  Chinese-Japanese  War  was  first 
issued  at  Denver,  Colorado,  on  July  7,  1942.  It  was  at 
Denver  that  Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen  was  advised  of  the  success- 
ful launching  of  the  Chinese  Republic  and  from  that  city 
he  returned  to  China  to  accept  the  Presidency  of  the  new 
nation.  Associated  on  the  stamp  with  the  portrait  of 
Sun  Yat-sen  is  one  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  On  many  occa- 
sions the  first  president  of  the  Chinese  Republic  stated 
that  "he  had  been  inspired  by  Lincoln  and  that  he  had 
been  motivated  by  the  principles  laid  down  by  the  Great 
Emancipator  at  Gettysburg." 

The  fact  that  the  last  Lincoln  commemorative  stamp 
carried  on  it  an  inscription  from  Lincoln's  Gettysburg 
Address  in  both  English  and  Chinese,  makes  a  proper 
transition  to  the  new  Gettysburg  stamp  now  con- 
templated.

Runnmg  a  close  second  m  bal 
lots  submitted  in  the  poll  to 
name  the  Stamp  of  the  Century 
was  the  20  bicolored  commemo- 
rative issued  Feb.  25,  1929  and 
depicting  the  surrender  of  Fort 
Sackville  to  George  Rogers  Clark 
in  1779. 

The  3(*  Gettysburg  and  2<^. 
George  Rogers  Clark  commemo- 
ratives  received  approximately 
one  third  of  the  votes  cast  to 
designate  the  most  attractive 
U.  S.  stamp  issued  during  the 
first  50  years  of  the  20th  cen- 
tury. 

In  third  place  in  the  poll,  those 
participating  ranked  the  160_  bi- 
colored air  mail  special  delivery 
stamp  issued  Feb.  10,  1936.

O'Neill  at  Prescott,  Ariz.,  each 
received  the  same  number  of 
votes  as  the  Stamp  of  the  Cen- 
tury. 

The  30  Statue  of  Freedom 
stamp  of  the  National  Capital 
Sesquicentennial  series  of  1950 
placed  fifth  and  the  30  stamp  of 
the  National  Parks  series  of  1934 
ranked  sixth. 

The  seven  stamps  which  rank- 
ed in  the  first  six  places  in  the 
tabulation  of  collectors'  ballots 
received  nearly  80  per  cent  of  the 
votes  cast.  Six  other  U.  S. 
stamps  nominated  by  readers  of 
W.S.C.  in  this  poll  to  designate 
the  most  attractive  U.  S.  stamp, 
i.ssuod  between  Jan.  1,  1901  and 
Dec.  31,  1951  received  enough 
votes  to  justify  their  place  on  the 
ballot.

Maj.  James  T.  DeVoss,  who 
edits  the  stamp  column  in  the 
Honolulu  Advertiser,  brought 
Western  Stamp  Collector's  poll  to 
name  the  Stamp  of  the  Century 
to  the  attention  of  his  readers 
and  solicited  their  opinions  on 
*^he  stamps  nominated  for  Stamp 
of  the  Century. 

The  vote  in  the  Hawaiian  Is- 
lands favored  the  bicolored  160 
air  mail  special  delivery  stamp. 
The  Gettysburg  Address  and 
George  Rogers  Clark  commemo- 
ratives  tied  for  second  place  in 
the  voting  in  Honolulu.  The 
Rough  Riders  stamp  was  fourth, 
the  30  Parks  and  30  Iwo  Jima 
tied  for  fifth  place  and  the 
Statue  of  Freedom  and  60  Eagle 
air  mail  tied  for  sixth.  The  20 
Valley  Forge  and  50  Parks  placed 
sixth.  There,  were  no  votes  in 
Hawaii  for  the  30  Charter  Oak, 
30  Old  Ironsides  or  30  Annapolis. 

More  than  a  score  of  local 
stamp  clubs  over  the  country 
took  part  in  the  balloting.  Votes 
were  taken  at  meetings  of  the 
club  and  results  were  forwarded 
to  Albany,  Ore.  for  tabulation. 
Thanks  to  the  cooperation  of 
clubs  the  balloting  to  name  the 
Stamp  of  the  Century  makes  the 
poll  truly  representative  of  col- 
lector opinion. 


Abraham  Lincoln  Theme  Of

Four  countries'  postal  station- 
ery bearing  designs  and  inscrip- 
tions associated  with  the  namie 
of  Abraham  Lincoln  is  to  be 
widely  featured  by  the  Amer- 
ican Stamp  Dealers'  Association 
for  its  sixth  National  Postage 
Stamp  Show  in  the  71st  Infantry

Peter  G.  Keller,  Executive 
Officer  of  the  A.S.D.A.  and  the 
show's  General  Manager,  is  not 
overiooking  the  circumstance 
that  throughout  the  country 
there  are  literally  hundreds  of 
financial  and  educational  institu- 
tions, art  galleries,  theaters,  etc., 
with  the  name  "Lincoln"  as  part 
of  their  titles.

GETTYSBURG  ADDRESS  ISSUE — 1948 
3c  Bright  Blue 

This  commemorative 
stamp  was  issued  on  the 
85th  anniversary  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln's  address  at 
Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania. 
The  stamp  is  0.84  by  1.44 
inches  in  dimensions.  It  is 
arranged  horizontally  and 
was  printed  by  the  rotary 
process.  Sheets  of  fifty 
stamps  were  issued  in  bright 
blue  with  electric-eye  perforations.  The  left  center  of  the 
stamp  was  engraved  from  a  photograph  of  Daniel  Ches-

ter  French's  statue  of  Lincoln  that  stands  on  the 
Nebraska  State  House  grounds  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska. 
The  photograph  was  obtained  from  the  Philadelphia 
Library  and  the  portrait  was  engraved  by  R.  M.  Brown. 

To  the  right  of  the  stamp  is  a  plaque  bearing,  in  shaded 
Roman  letters,  the  wording:  "That  Government  of  the 
people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people,  shall  not  perish 
from  the  earth."  The  name  "Abraham  Lincoln"  appears 
in  shaded  Gothic  letters.  The  denomination  of  the  stamp 
is  designated  "3  cents"  in  white  Roman  letters  in  the 
upper  left  corner.  On  a  dark  background  panel,  to  the 
right,  is  a  lighted  torch.  Across  the  bottom  border  is  a 
palm  branch  over  which  appears  in  dark  Roman  lettering 
"U.  S.  Postage." 

President  Harry  S.  Truman  signed  the  bill  authorizing 
this  special  stamp  on  June  29,  1948.  The  bill  provided 
that  the  stamp  was  to  be  issued  on  November  19,  1948. 
This  was  perhaps  the  first  time  that  a  stamp  was  author- 
ized to  commemorate  the  delivery  of  a  speech.  The  stamp 
was  first  placed  on  sale  at  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania. 

This  commemorative  stamp  has  been  declared  to  be 
one  of  the  most  beautiful,  if  not  the  most  beautiful,  of 
all  the  Lincoln  stamps.

Gellysburg  Address  seen 
Although  a  3i*  stamp  honoring 
the  i;5th  Anniversary  of  this  pre 
senlalion  (Sc.  #978)  was  issued 
at  Gettysburg  on  Nov.  19.  1948,  it 
was  not  until  eleven  years  later  in 
a  foreign  country  that  a  stamp  ap- 
peared actually  depicting  this 
memorable  event.  On  February  12, 
1959.  Honduras  released  two 
series  of  slumps,  one  for  airmail 
nd  the  other  airmail  olficial  us- 


feat  the  97,000-man  Army  of  the  j  age,   honoring  the  Sesquicenten 


Potomac,  commanded  by  Ma  jo 
General  George  G.  Meade,  in  what 
proved  to  be  the  turning  point  of 
the  Civil  War. 

Victorious  over  Union  forces  at 
Fredericksburg  and  Chancellors- 
ville,  Loe  decided  to  embark  on 
his  second  invasion  of  the  North. 
Marching  west  frum  Fiedericlts- 
burg  through  gaps  of  the  Blue 
Ridge  Mounlciins,  he  then  headed 
north  into  Maryland  and  Penn- 
sylvania, Learning  of  this  maneu- 
ver. President  Lincoln  ordered  the 
Army  ot  the  Potomac  to  position 
itself  between  the  Confederate 
troops  and  Washington-  Not  until 
June  26th  did  Lee  learn  of  its 
proximity.

I  do 
know,  however,  that  James  R.  D. 
Yeaw  and  the  Universal  Philatelic 
Cover  Society  are  producing  a  ca- 
cheted  cover  to  honor  the  occa- 
sion.

nial  of  Lincoln's  birth.  Picturing 
various  scenes  from  his  life,  the 
3c  and  50c  values  of  both  sets  (Sc. 
#'s  C2D1,  C297,  COlOO  and  COlOG) 
showed  Lincoln  delivering  his 
Gettysburg  Address.  The  3c  air- 
mail (C291)  and  50c  air  official 
(CO106)  were  also  included,  each 
with  five  other  values,  in  imperf. 
souvenir  sheets  (Sc.  #'s  CSOOa  and 
COlOSa)  issued  at  the  same  time. 
In  1964  and  19C5,  these  sheets  and 
stamps  again  appeared,  this  time 
surcharged  and  overprinted  for 
various  purposes  (Sc.  jf's  C318, 
C327,  C330,  C347,  C358  and  C3G2). 
Also  in  evidence,  but  nol  listed 
by  Scott,  wa.s  CSOOa  overprinted  in 
memory  of  John  F.  Kennedy  (Mi- 
chel 598)  and  CO108a  sporting  ad- 
ditional Olympic  Rings  (Michel- 
official  124). 
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Only  one  participant  in  this 
battle.  General  Robert  E.  Lee,  has 
been  shown  on  postal  paper.  He 
is  seen  on  the  4tf  Army  stamp  (Sc.

Most  of  the  stamps  associated 
with  this  site  are  more  directly 
connected  with  an  event  which 
took  place  four  montiis  after  the 
battle.

A  major  part  of  the  design  nf 
the  85th  Anniversary  stamp  men- 
tioned above  was  the  well  known 
segment  of  the  Gettysburg  Ad- 
dress which  reads,  "THAT  GOV- 
ERNMENT OF  THE  PEOPLE,  BY 
THE  PEOPLE,  FOR  THE 
PEOPLE,  SHALL  NOT  PERISH 
FROM  THE  EARTH."  This,  how 
ever,  was  not  the  first  philatelii 
appearance  of  a  portion  of  this 
speech.  The  words,  "OF  THE 
PEOPLE,  BY  THE  PEOPLE,  FOR 
THE  PEOPLE,"  are  seen  under 
Lincoln's  portrait  on  the  5^  Chi- 
nese Resistance  issue  (Sc.  #906) 
placed  on  sale  July  7,  1942.  This 
phrase  is  also  noted  around  Lin- 
coln's hepd  on  the  25c  airmail 
(Sc.  #C59)  released  April  22,  1960, 
and  its  luminescent  version  (Sc. 
--^CaUa)  of  December  29.  1066,  as 
well,  as  under  Lincoln's  picture 
on  China's  40c  and  $3  (Sc.  #'s 
1248  and  1249)  issued  December 
255,  1959.  to  honor  Sun  Yat  Sen 
and  Abraham  Lincoln  as  Lead- 
is  of  Democracy  "  On  the  H  So- 
al  Security  postal  card  (Sc. 
UX51)  released  September  26,

Famous  Portrait 
Writing  in  the  bulletin  of  the 
Americana  Unit  of  the  American 
Topical  Association,  Irving  Wein 
berg,  an  ardent  student  of  phila 
telic  Lincolniana,  made  mention 
photograph  of  Lincoln  taken 
by  Matthew  Brady's  assistant,  Al 
exander  Gardner,  at  the  time  of 
the  Gettysburg  Address.  Designat 
ed  as  Mrs.  Lincoln's  favorite  pho- 
to of  her  husband,  it  has  also 
proved  quite  popular  with  stamp 
issuing  countries.  No  less  that  33 
stamp  and  9  souvenir  sheet.s  from 
9  countries  have  incorporated  thi 
portrait  in  their  design.  Those 
catalogued  by  Scott  include  Ar 
gentina-712;  Cameroun-C53;  Chi 
na-1248.

CemGlery  N.P.S.  Site 
Since  the  GETTYSBURG  NA- 
TIONAL CEMETERY  is  consid- 
ered as  a  distinct  site,  these  "Get- 


tysburg Address"  stamps  are  also 
illustrative  of  its  story.  Visiting 
the  locale  a  few  daj-s  after  the 
battle,  Goveinor  Andrew  Curl  in 
of  Permsylvaiiia  was  quite  dis 
tressed  by  the  condition  of  the 
dead.  In  response  to  his  desi 
that  the  remains  be  brought  to- 
gether in  a  place  set  aside  fo 
that  purpose,  his  special  agent, 
David  Wills,  a  Gettysburg  Attor- 
ney, purchased  17  acres  on  Ceme- 
tery Hill  and  engaged  William 
Sanders,  an  eminent  landscape 
gardener,  to  lay  out  the  grounds 
in  st.ite  lots,  apportioned  in  size 
to  the  number  of  graves  for  the 
fallen  of  each  state.  Within  a  year, 
appropriations  from  thu  states  in- 
volved made  possible  the  enclos- 
ure of  the  cemelei-y  with  a  mas- 
sive stone  wall  and  an  iron  fence 
on  the  Baltimore  Street  front, 
impo.sing  gateways  of  iron,  head- 
stones for  the  gra\es,  and  a  keep- 
er's lodge. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania incorporated  the  cemetery 
in  March  18G4.  "Having  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  care  of  it  by  Com- 
missioners from  so  many  state.^ 
being  burdensome  and  expensive," 
the  Board  of  Commisioners,  au- 
thorized by  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  in  18G8, 
recommended  the  transfer  of  the 
cemetery  lo  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. The  Secretary  of  Wai-  ac- 
cepted title  to  the  cemetery  for 
the  United  States  Government  on 
May  1,  1872,  and  nol  until  August 
1933  was  it  transferred  lo  the 
N.P.S. 

Whale  Tale 

Before  this  api)cais  in  print,  our 
readers  will  undtjubledly  K'liow 
that  foi-  the  first  time  since  the 
New  York  Woikr.s  Fair  issue  of 
9C4.  a  commeinoialive  envelope 
is  to  be  issued  next  month.  Most, 
how.,-ver.  will  not  be*  aware  that 

6c  stampi-d  envelope  fealu 
ing  the  great  white  whale.  "Moby 
Dick"  in  its  design  and  honoring 
both  Herman  Melville,  19th  cent 
ury  writer  of  this  tale,  and  the 
once  mighty  whaling  industry, 
adds  two  new  sites  lo  the  growing 
list  of  National  Historic  Land- 
marks with  stampic  relationships. 


Herman  Melville  was  horn  in 
1819  and  educated  at  New  York 
City.  By  the  time  he  was  25,  he 
had  experienced  all  the  adven- 
tures on  which  he  based  his  writ- 
ings in  later  years.  At  18  he  ship- 
ped to  Liverpool,  England,  as  a 
cabin  boy. 

After  returning  and  teaching 
school  for  seveial  years,  he  sail- 


ed for  the  South  Seas  in  1841  on 
the  whaler,  "Acushnet."  Eighteen 
months  later,  he  deserted  this 
ship  at  the  Maiquesas  Islands. 
Held  captne  for  a  month  by  the 
natives,  he  escaped  aboard  an 
Australian  trader  from  which  he 
also  deserted  at  Papeete.  Tahiti. 
Working  for  a  short  time  as  a  field 
laborer,  he  shipped  lo  Honolulu, 
where  in  1843  he  enlisted  a^  a 
se;iman  on  the  U.S.  frigate  "Unit- 
ed States"  Discharged  in  1844.  he 
returned  to  New  York  City.  Two 
years  later,  he  moved  to  Massa- 
chusetts where  he  devoted  him- 
self exclusively  to  writing  until 
1866. 

Melville's  first  five  novels,  all 
written  prior  to  1850,  achieved 
quick  popularity.  That  year  he 
moved  into  Arrowhead,  an  eight- 
luum  Colonial  style  house  on 
Hohncs  Rd.  in  Pitlslield,  Massa- 
chusetts. Here,  in  1851,  he  wrote 
his  now  classic  work,  "Moby 
Dick."  Initially  it  was  not  too  w  ell 
recei\'ed,  and  with  his  later  writ- 
ings being  laigely  ignored,  his 
works  fell  into  an  obscurity  from 
which  they  were  not  rescued  un- 
til after  1920. 

With  his  ultimate  recognition 
by  influential  critics  as  a  major 
American   literary   figure,  MEL- 
VILLE (HERMAN)  HOUSE,  AR- 
ROWHEAD, which  had  served  as 
his  home  and  "workshop"  Irom 
1850  to  1863.  was  deemed  worthy 
of  presL  i  vation  as  a  N.H.L.

Although   the  in- 
dustry  began   lo  decline  in  the 
late  1850's.  the  town  had  a  whal- 
ing fleet  until  1925. 

The  wealth  and  commerce  pro- 
duced by  whaling  are  evident  in 
tlie  NEW  BEDFORD  HISTORIC 
DISTRICT.  Ebgible  for  registra- 
tion as  a  N.H.L..  this  district 
bounded  by  the  waterfront  on  the 
east.  Elm  Street  on  the  north, 
Acushnet  Avenue  on  the  v.'est, 
and  Commercial  Street  on  the 
south,  contains  a  number  of  struc- 
tures fro  m  tlie  whaling  era. 
Piominent  among  these  are  the 
Old  Bank  (1831)  at  the  foot  of 
William  Street,  the  Customs 
House  (about  1835)  at  Second  and 
William  Streets,  and  the  Mariners' 
Home  (1790)  on  Johnny  Cake  Hill. 
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The  New  Stamp 

The  United  States  postage  stamjf 
to  be  issued  on  November  19  in  coim-| 
memoration  of  the  85th  anniversary 
of  Abraham  Lincoln's  Gettysburg 
Address  is  believed  to  be  the  first 
stamp  ever  issued  to  commemorate 
a  speech,"  said  Dr.  Louis  A.  Warren, 
historian  of  The  Lincoln  National 
Life  Insurance  Company,  in  com- 
menting on  the  projected  isisue  re- 
cently. 

"A  joint  resolution  calling  for  the 
issuance  of  this  Gettysburg  Address 
commemorative  stamp  w&s  introduc- 
ed jn  the  Senate  on  November  20, 
1947,  the  day  following  a  Dedication 
Day  celebration  at  Gettysburg,"  Dr. 
Warren  continued.  "The  bill  that  as- 
sured  the  special  issue  was  signed 
by  President  Truman  on  the  momr 
ing  of  June  29,  1948." 

The  new  stamp  will  first  go  on 
sale  at  the  Gettysburg  Post  Office 
on  next  November  19,  when  a  pro- 
gram in  keeping  with  the  anriiver-., 
sary  date  will  be  presented. 
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
